Recent disclosures of official 

opinion at Washington as to Brit- 
ain’s way of conducting the war at 
sea have not been of a kind to 
cultivate good feeling between the 
republic and ‘the 
British Empire.

The rise In the cost of Mving both 
here and abroad, tnstead of abatine, 
says the London Statist, seems only 
to gather momentum as the weeks 
pass.
